A preventive party, Including Shri Ghose. Intercepted on the night of 12th 
September 1963 at about 3-30 a.m, near Dignagar, a lorry suspected to be carrying 
contraband goods. Shri Ghose was assigned the duty of stopping other suspected 
vehicles which might approach. He v^as .standing in front of the Customs vehicle 
to perform this duty. A suspected lorry was seen approaching at high speed and 
tried to avoid checking by defying the signal to slop which was given by Shri 
Ghose. In the attempt to avoid being brought to a halt the lorry crashed Into the 
Customs vehicle, killing Shri Ghose on the spot. Thus, Shri Ghose laid down his 
life in the performance of his duty.

Whllo attached to the CoUectorate Headquarters Customs Preventive Unit, 
Shri K, Achutha Menon was, on 1st March, 1963, on the look out for some motor 
vehicles suspected to be transporting contraoand goods. He was in a Government 
vehicle, which he was himself driving. He noticed a suspected car moving at 
high speed towards Madras. He gave chase to it and tried to close up with it 
thrice, but each time, the driver managed to escape detention. Ultimately, Shri 
Menon overtook the suspi cted \ehicle and forced it to a halt by cutting m when 
the car was negotiating a bend on the highway over a railway bridge. This daring 
act, performed even at the risk of his life, resulted In the seizure of the vehicle 
and contraband goods valued at Rs. 71,000/-.

In 1961, he conducted detailed investigations 
In a case of gold smuggling and successfully conducted the prosecution of the 
offenders despite the latter'.s attempts to dlsruade him by tempting him wlUl 
illegal gratification of Rs. 29.000/- and aNo by tbrestenlng blm with dire conse¬ 
quences, If he persisted in carrying out his duty. In fact, on the successful con¬ 
clusion of the prosecution case, an attempt wa.s nctnally made on his life but due 
to precautions taken by the authorities. +he attempt was fni5trat»d. During the 
period from 7th May, 1963, to 30th October, 1963, be effected seizure of about 
30,000 grams of gold and in these cases also, he exhibited exemplary courage.

Alter hot pur.ault for ten miles, he overtook 
the second car and recovered therefrom contraband goods valued at Re. 35,000/-. 
Thereafter, he proceeded towards TIndivanam to Intercept other cars reported to 
Be moving with contraband goods from that direction. Shortly, thereafter, he 
came across a saloon car moving at a high speed. With exemplary courage, ho 
headed .straight for this car, thius forcing It to atop. This act of daring, performed 
even at grave risk to his life, resulted in a further seizure of contraband goods
